Another old pupil in town enjoys 
the reputation Of being ii very ingen- 
ious mechanic ; that is, ho can make 
almost every thing. His name is Mr, 
Weaver. 

List Saturday afternoon, while I 
was reading what is called Kev. Ot. S. 

Bowes' illustrative gatherings for 
preachers and teachers, my eves ware 

caught, by what 1 think to be worth 
telling. It was as follows: "Oh! 
lo think- that they can hear, and tron't." 

A poor woman, who was so deaf 
that she could not hear a word, was 
remarkable, notwithstanding, for her 
constant attendance at the house of 
(Kid ; and very forcible was her fre- 
quent exclamation of pity and true 
sorrow, when she saw the careless- 
ness and. indifference of tin- great 
mass of hearres, — " Ob ! to think that 
the] can bear, and von'/."' 

I have an old lady-acquaintance in 
town who cannot hear a word With 
out the assistance of an ear-trumpet. 
She can spell on her lingers with great 
facility, as if she wire a perfect mute. 
Her uncle was the celebrated Rev. 
James Alexander, of Princeton, N. 
J., with whom 1 had the ploasure of 
shaking hands in 1841 or 1S4*2. Her 
mother was the first Staunton lady 
who met me on my arrival December 

12, 1SIW. She welcomed me to her 
large old-fashioned fire to warm me, 
because she found my bands so be- 
numbed that I could hardly spell. I 
was almost fro/en in crossing the 
Blue Kidge in an open mail cart in a 
heavy cold snow storm at sunrise. 
Afterwards I always called her my 

Yiniinia Mother till I was called to 
her bed side to witness her final de- 
parture. She was the same lady who 
entertained the late Mr. Lewie Weld, 
principal of the American Asylum, 
several days in KS;t!). 

I have a small book titled Pemjsaa's 

lUvren i'iii 'free in town, which I 
bought in Hartford, Conn., in 1836 — I 
was examining the book in one of the 
largo book -Ions before buying it, 
when the elder Uev. Thomas II. Gal 
laudet came and accosted me with B 
sweet, smiling countenance, asking 
me what, book 1 was looking at, 1 then 
showed him its title, and ho said it 
was a good book. So I bought it, 
and have it in my possesion. 

The next day after the presentation 
to Qallaudef and Clerc the silver pit- 
chers, the designs of which I claim to 
have made, the former presented my 
departed wife with a religious hook on 
Josiah, through me, and it is still in 
my possession.

Mr. Editor : — The Centennial An 
r.-iversary of the Birthday of the 
eminent henefactor of deaf-mnteH, 
Rev. Thomas 11. Gallandet, LL I)., will 
oeeor Deeember 10th, 1887. There 

should he a Callandct (Centennial in 
celebration of tho occasion, with ban- 
quets, speeches, toasts, halls, feasts, 
etc., in all deaf-mute institutions and 
homes. It is proposed that a bronze 
statue of (iii!lau<let he then erected 
in commemoration of his founding 
dcaf-mnt.c education in America, and 
that it ho placed in Fairmount Park, 
Philadelphia, in which city he was 
born, and that bronzo medals be 
struck and sold for the benefit of the 
statue fund, to any one who may de- 
sire to keep one as a souvenir. 

Designs of the statue and medal 

should be suhmitted to Kev. J)r. 
Thomas Gallandet and Dr. E. M. 
Grallandet, lot thett selection and ap 
jirov;i!, In lore striking them. The 
head of the medal should be engraved 
end printed oa letter paper, and be 
sent along with these souvenirs. 

Gen. Ilawley, now a Serial or from 
Connecticut, and was President of 
the United States Centennial Inhibi- 
tion Commission, knew the founder 
well.

the city until one or two hours after 
the meeting adjourned. As we bev* 
stated, «!>e meeting was not large, 
many who would otherwise have been 
present being deterred by tho dis 
agreeable weather. Hut wdiat the 
meeting lacked in numbers, it made 
up in the influence and enthusiasm of 
those present.

RegOlvtd, That such provision will 
best, be made by establishing in the 
city of Scranton an institution simi 
tar to those in thin Slate al Philadcl 
phia and Turtle Greek, where deaf 
mute children may be provided with a 
home U well as with insl reel ion. 
Which institution should be placed by 

the Legislature on the same tooting as 

the institutions already existing, with 

regard to the support of pupils. 
Resolved, That a com mitt ee of nine 

be appointed, with power to add to 
their Uttmber, to obtain ground, to 

prepare a plan for the organization of 

such an institution, to procure sub 

acriptions and report to a meeting to 

be called by them at an curly date.

meeting adjourned to meet at the 

call of the committee. 

The communication of Mr. Ki <h 
ler, referred in the above report, was 
a statement showing the number and 
condition of the deaf-mutes in this 
neighborhood, and the need of addi- 
tional accommodations for thoir in- 
struction. 

The committee named abovo, com- 
prises the wealthiest and the most 
influential gentlemen of Scranton, all 
of whom have exhibited warm interest 
in the movement. With such men in 
charge of the project, Scranton will 
soon be able to boast of an institution 
for deaf-mutes— and a pretty large 
one too. 

On Friday evening, the 17th inst., 
a special service was held in St. 
Luke's Episcopal Church, ot which 
Dr. Gallaudet spoke on the general 
subject of "Deaf-Mutes," — thoir lan- 
guage, education, and so forth, while 
the Kev. Mr. Syle addressed the 
deaf-mutes present, taking for his 
text, the " Parable of the Sower." 
Dr. Gallaudet's address was entertain- 
ing and instructive to tho large audi 
•Bee present, while Mr. Syle's re- 
marks were none the less so to those to 
whom they were addressed. There 
were about fifteen deaf mutes present, 
among whom we noticed particularly.

Mr. Syle expects to be in 
Scranton again, on or about April
